Curtailed
PriapeLeiia, June 29.
New and sweeping sugar reg-
ulations have been issued by
Howard Heinz, U, S. Food Ad-

following advices from Washing-
ton as to the growing seriousness
of the situation with regard to
the world’'s sugar supply. The
new rules are more stringent
than any heretofore put in force,
and they affect every man, wo-
man and child in the state. More-
over, Mr. Heinz sets forth with
emphasis that rigid enforcement
|of the regulations will be insist-
ed upon, that ignorance will not
be uecepted as an excuse, and

punished.

County Administrators have
received minute and detailed in-
structions about the new rules
and enforcement thereof,

The most important features
of the new sugar code follow.

Householders are urged, as a
patriotic duty, to limit table con-
sumption to 3 pounds pet per-
son per month, or as much less as
possible,

Retailers must not sell more
than two pounds to any one per-
son at any one time in the city
